FOR the purpose of increasing the membership of the Board of Community College

Trustees for Harford County to include a student member who meets certain
qualifications and a member who is a full-time teaching faculty member of the
Community College and who is appointed to the Board in accordance with a
certain process, both of whom are to serve in a nonvoting capacity; providing for
limitations on the length of service on the Board by the student member and the
full-time teaching faculty member; requiring the Board to appoint one of its
members as secretary of the Board and another of its members as treasurer of
the Board; requiring the Board to appoint the chairs of its standing committees
from within the Board's membership; requiring the Board to create other
standing committees as needed; and generally relating to the Board of
Community College Trustees of Harford County.

SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
